WILL STAY ALL SUMMER. 

It is the evident intention of Coxey to stay 
right here in Washington as long as he finds 
it possible to feed and shelter his followers. 
He hopes to see the numbers of his army in- 


creased by the arrival of contingents from 
various parts of the country, and he believes 
that eventually the force o numbers will in- 
dace Congress to take action on the legisla- 
tion he demands. It is his expectation that 
by the Fourth of July 60,000 COommonwealers 
will be in Washington. 

In the meantime public men here while ex- 
hibiting no alarm and refusing to admit that 
the Coxey movement is anything but a farce, 
are at heart uneasy. They realize that many 
untoward things may grow out of this un- 
usual situation. Riots are of course the 
most likely thing to happen, 
but what is dreaded most is 
the development of Guitiau 
or Prendergast under the teachings 
ofthe Commonweal leaders. This ssibil- 
ity comes nearer the line of probability, 
timid people contend, by reason of the ar- 
rest and prosecution of 50 yand his aids 
for alleged tnfractions of the law in invading 
with banners the sacred precincts of the 
Capitol grounds. 


THE GRAVEST DANGER. N 
The fear is expressed in many quarters 
that some crank now bearing the badge of 
the Commonweal may regard himself as an 
instrument chosen by the people to rid the 


nation of obnoxious public officials—perhaps 
a President or a Speaker of the House, 
Anything like an insurrection, or organ- 
ized resistance to law, would be promptly 
and efficiently put down. It would be dim- 
cult for an armed uprising . to make much 
headway in Washington.” The National 
Guard here ig not an ordinary militia, but is 
an Organization of Feceral troops, whose 
oMicersare commissioned dy the President, 
and who inservice would rank as juniors of 
their grade in conjunction with the regular 
army officers. It is not a large organization— 
numbering about 1,600 men—but is wonder- 
fully efMcient ana is famed throughout the 
country for its ride practice. The troops are 
composed largely of Government clerks and 
mechanicsinthe Government service, free 
from entangling alliances with socialistic 
organizations and belonging to the active, 
intelligent, energetic class of young men. 


THOROUGHLY PREPARED. 
Under the command ofGen. Ordway, whe 
Was so vigorously denounced by Senator 
Allen, they have fora number of years been 
trained to rapidity of mobilization with 


special view of assemdling on short notice 
to guard any of the public buildings, or to 
perform any of that quick service which 
would be necessary here if occasion for any 
service should arise, 

They have not been preparing especially 
for the Coxey invasion, for the reason that 
for many years they have been prepared for 
any emergency, just as ifit were moménta- 
rily ex ted. In an hour ania half, at any 
Sane 000 men can be assembied, fully 

ulppe pea and in marching order, and 
Ay Alt an hour more the number can be 
swelled to 1,400. It is said that about 70 per 
Ceat of tnese companies have been at their 
headquarters every night during this tem- 
pest-in-a-teapot Coxey excitement. 

Of the regulars there are 400 infantry at the 
arsenal, about 150 marines at the barracks 
and 240 Cavalry at Fort Meyer. Besides this, 
as the officials inthe Navy Department sug 
gest, any number of the navel vessels in 
reach could be brought up in the Potomac 
and land their marines both at Alexandria 
and the Navy Yard. 


Senator John Mu. Palmer of Illinois, whose 
crusude against the Pinkertons inthe inter- 
est of organized labor is still fresh in the 
public mind, ahd who has always exhibited 
a friendly interest in laboring men, thinks 
the authorities make a mistake in prosecu- 

ting Coxey and his aids. He believes that if 
left alone the commonweal craze would 85 
to pieces. He said toa correspondent: 

Ihe Coxey movement itself was absurd. 
It could not hope to accomplish anything 
and there was absolutely no excuse for it. 
The present labor troubles are unfortunate, 

don’t see how they can be remedied by 
iegisiation. They certainly cannot be cor- 
rected by the financial schemes proposed by 
Coxey and his followers. I think in the 
course ofa few months these labor troub!s 
willall pass away. They wiil have to ad- 
just themselves. As for Voxey, I suppose he 
will renew his efforts to address the country 
from the east front of the Capitol. I cannot 
see how he can well do otuerwise. If he 
should fall to go ahead with his plans his 
army will become demoralized and his lea- 
dership will be subject to ridicale.’’

District Now Running.

Evidence That the Owners Anticipated 
the Present Strike. 


EASTERN OPERATORS CHARGED WITH 
CAUSING THE TROUBLE. 


J. D. Crabbe, General Manager of the 
Madison Coal Co., Claims the Eastern 
Operators Were Overstocked and Are 
Secretly Manipulating the Strike to 
Enable Them to Get Rid of Their Sup- 
ply—Expected That All Mines in This 
District Will Foon Be Closed—Late 
Developments. 


When the United Mine Workers’ Associa- 
tion met at Columbus, O., and declared a 
general strike from Saturday, April 21, the 
St. Louis operators declared almost unani- 
mously that they did not expect any inter- 
ruption of work in this district, as thelr men 
seemed content, had no grievances and were 
making living wages, ‘hey were confident 
apparently that st. Louis would not 
be affected at all by the strike, 
At first it seemed that they were correct. 
Though mine after mine followed the ex- 
ample of the Ohio and Pennsylvania men, 
the operators here maintained steadily their 
confident tone until afew days ago. The 
situation now admits of no such tone of con- 
fidence. 

The Consolidated company, which had been 
operating nearly fifty mines, bas, it is 
learned from a reliable source, only six ia 
operation to-day. The Madison com 
pany has none at work. The Belleville 
and Duquoin districts have produced 
very little coal for the past few weeks. 
except the output of a few small mines 
scattered here and there, St. Louis is de- 
pendent for her supply upon accumulated 


stocks. 
PREPARING. FOR THE STRIKE. 

From E. M. Ward, general coal agent of 
all the lines entering St. Louls from the 
East, itis learned that the strike was not 
only not viewed with calm indifference as 
generally supposed, but that it was antici- 
pated. The receipts of coal for April show 
that. April. and May are usually dull 
months. In April, 1892, 4,900,000 bushels of 
commercial coal were received in East St. 
Louls and St. Louis; in 1893, 4,600,000 bushels; 
in 1894, 5,800,000 bushels. 

If the business prospects in April, 1893, be 
compared with those of 1894, a safe estimate 
would be that 1,600,000 bushels of coal were 
brought in in April, 1894, in excess 
of commercial demands. This excess 
has been partially absorbed by 
consumers and remains partially 
in the hands of the operators. The yards are 
full. The car association has waived de- 
murrage duringthe strike, and the storage 
costs nothing. 

St. Louls consumes at this season, by 
the most conservative jestimates 8.0 
cars per day of commercial coal. 
Some say 400. Railways consume thirty-fve 
or forty cars per day. The excess of ship- 
ments, expressed in cars, of rallway coal in 
April, 1894, over April, 1893, was 300 cars, 
being 1,760 in 1804. The annual 
erage dally consumption is 
fifty cars. Since April 20 more tha 
cars a day have been received for railway 
use. The excess of commercial coal over 
1893 expressed in cars is 2,300, being 11,000 in 


1894. 

It will then be seen that St. Louisis fairly 

| well prepared forasiege. General Manager 

D. Orabbe of the Madison Coal Co. 
said this morning he thought two months 
could pass away before great stringency 
would be felt. Of course some individual 
consumers would feel the pressure sooner 
than others. 

At. the present time

bie in large quantities inthe market. Itis 
reported on pretty good authority that con- 
fiscation of coal Dy railways has been going 
on in East St. Louis for a week at least. 
It is not easy to discover instances of confis- 
cation until several months have passed, as 
the railways can pretend to be tracing a 
shipment for some time. 


THE EDWARDSVILLE MINERS. 
The latest addition to the ranks of the 
‘*qguitters,’’ as St. Louis operators call them, 
was at Edwardsville this morning, 
The Madison Coal Co. employed 150 miners 
there and P. Wonderly twenty-fve or thirty. 


A meeting was held last night. Men from 
Belleville, Collinsville and Glen Carbon to 
the number of 350 marched into Edwards vine 
late in the afternoon. The open-air 
meeting resuited in a determination to quit. 
Sympathy with miners eastward is the lever 
that brings them out. Argument by the 
operators or more conservative workmen is 
unavallmg.“ said Mr. Crabde. [attended 
the meeting at Glen Carbon yesterday. The 
men presented no xrievance, and would 
listen to nothing that could be said counter to 
the plausible statements of the agitators. 
In my mind there is no question that Oulo 
and Pennsylvania operators are at the bot- 
tom of the whole strike. The agitators are 
their hirelings. It may last until they have 
disposed of their surplus stock. I under- 
stand that one of them alone has 50,000 
bushels loaded on the lake. They oppose 
any meeting or conference cf operators until 
all stecks are somewhat depleted. The men 
in our district Who ask when they will be or- 
ganized are put off with the statement that 
they will return to do that whenthe strike 
isended.

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MAY END SOON. 


Steps Toward a Settlement of the 
Miners’ Strike. 


Conference Held at Pittsburg Which 
May Have Good Results. 


DELEGATES IN ATTENDANCE FROM FOUR 
LEADING STATES. 


President McBride, Secretary MoBryde, 
Nugent and O’Malley in Pittsburg in 
Anticipation of Overtures From the 
Mine Owners — The Advance Asked 
May Be Agreed 10— 4 Further Con- 
ference May Be Held at Cleveland. 


Pitrspore, Pa., May 8.— There is a posst- 
bility that the great miners stake may be 
settled. A conference was this morning held 
at the office of Mr. Francis Robbins, a large 
operator, at which two authorized delegates 
from the Hocking Valley District, one from 
the Brazil (Ind,) feld, one from Illinois and 
representatives ofthe Pittsburg mines were 
in attendance. They discussed the advis- 
ability of holding a conference with the 
miners’ officials with a view to settling the 
Strike. 

In anticipation of the conference National 
President McBride of the United Miners’ 
Union of America, National Secretary Mc- 
Bryde, District President Nugent of Ohio 
and National Organizer O'Malley were in the 


city.. 
President McBride was very mysterious 


when approached, and said he was here ona 
visit. It was learned, nevertheless, that the 
expected confergnce had been hatching for 


several days. 

J. L. Morton, one of the largest coal pro- 
ducers in Ohio, accompanied Mr. McBride to 
Pittsburg. He stated that the Western 
operators were willing to pay the advance if 
the Pittsburg operators could be induced to 
do so.

The arrangements made by Mayor Biee 
were entirely precautionary, and no one 
hoped more than he that precautionary 
measures alone would be necessary; but they 
were made with all the care and precision 
that actual hostilities required. The fact that 
the night passed without trouble leads the 
authorities at the City Hall tu fear a renewed 
outbreak to-day. Every preparation was 
therefore made to put the entire civic and 
militasy forces into operation at daybreak« ° 
**We do not propose to allow the rioters to 
obtain one moment’s startof us,“ said Dt- 
rector of Police Herbert to- day, and every 
policeman in the city will be rea to move 
at the first intimation of trouble. 6 

Three of the largest motor cars were taken 
to the pudiie square at daybreak, the motor - 
men being instructed to obey the orders. of 
the Director of Police. ’ 

At’8:30 o’clock a detail of police ander outed 
Gates was sent to Newburg, where the large 
iron mills are located and where disorder 
was threatened. The Poles in the district 
held a meeting late last night and deter- 
mined to make a raid on the wire mills to- 
day. The military were held in readiness to 
go to the ald of the police should the force 
be inadequate to handle the mob. In the 
Gown-town districts and throughout the 
city generally quiet prevailed during the 
night and early this morning. :

Four or five days later Brandt and the 
Meyers came to Ne York witha man who 
then used the name of August Wimniers, 
who had served two years in Joliet for using 
the mails inthe distribution of fraudulent 
matrimonial advertisements. A fiat was 
rented at No. 820 West Thirteenth street. 
The landlord was told that his new tenants 
were Mr. and ‘rs. Joseph Baum, and that 
they had two lodgers with them to help them 
out with therent. Oneof the lodgers was 
Wimmers, the other was Meyer, who called 
hiniself William Reuter. 


GOT SICK IN EARNEST. 

Baum, or Brandt, began rapidly to fall in 
health. It is possible that the poor, mis- 
guided wretch fora while deceived himself 
thinking that the symptoms which he did not 
regard as serious were a capital help to his 


plan to sham severe illness. They would 
give a realistic touch to his performance. 

At last the Meyers told Brandt that he 
should see a doctor. It is charged that he 
had been dosed by minute but continuous 
aoses of antimony, whose effect is slowly but 
surely to produce a fatal dysentery. It is 
also charged that to dull the pain and dis- 
guise some other symptoms hée was simul- 
taneously dosed with a opiate. 

He called on Dr. Samuel Minden of No. 118 
East Twelfth street, who prescribed simple 
remedies for a supposed mild case of dysen- 
tery. Asamatter of fact, he was beyon4 
medical aid, and the object which Meyer had 
in view in sending him a doctor was to 
have him die under the care of a reputable 
practitioner in order to get a certificate 
without trouble. 

On March 80, 1892, five days after the doc 
tor’s warning, Brand: died—literally fooled 
out of his existenee. The fact that his susp!- 
cions were not aroused long before his sick- 
ness became so severe that it prostrated him 
is a puzzie for students of human nature. 
The chances are that he was in love with 
Mrs. Meyer. But whether this was the rea- 
son of his trustfulness, or whether Meyer 
exercised hypnotic influence over him, or 
whether he deceived himself tothe iast like 
an actor carried away by the part he was 
playing, can only be matters of conjecture. 

LEFT TOWN IN A HURRY. 

Dr. Minden save a death certificate, stat- 
ing chronic dysentery as the cause. The 
widow applied for her insurance money with 
such indecent haste that the suspicions of 
the companies were aroused. Wimmers and 
the Meyer couple scented danger and left 
town ina hurry. The doctor and his wife 
were heard of after that at Chicago, loledo, 
Detroit and South Bend, Ini. 

Meanwhile Mary Neiss had been engaged as 
aservant, and had been persuaded to have 
her life insured for $5,000. Soon after that 
she became sick. She got steadily werse,but 
was rescued from the fate of Brandt by Wim- 
mers, or Muller, who fell in love with her 
and married her. 

In Toledo Meyer took the name of Wayler, 
and persuaded a woman to pretend that she 
was his wife, while his real wife was intro- 
Guced as his sister. The unfortunate false 
wife had her life insuredin the Equitable 
Life Assurance Co., became ill and died. 
The Equitable people were suspicious and a 
quiet investigation was being made by the 
Toledo authorities when Dr. Meyer got wind 
of it, and with Mrs. Meyer left for other 


parts. 

UNEARTHING THE CRIME. 
Meanwhile fresh developments 
curred in New Tork. 

Three months after the death of Baum, or 
Brandt, his body had been exhumed by Coro. 


ner Schultze. The suspicious circumstances 
attending the death had become public prop- 
erty.

The Philadelphia Record is convinced 
that the States need new and more drastic 
vagrancy laws to meet ‘‘the new form of 
vagrancy’’ invented by Mr, Coxey. The 
people are entitled to protection from 
regimental vagrancy,’’ says the Record, 
‘tas well as from vagrante who go about 
singly or hunt in couples or squads. The 
laws must be amended to suit the case of 
future Coxeys, so that such demonstra- 
tions as he has organised may be nipped 
in the bud. This proposal is based upon 
the asgumption that Coxey’s followers are 
‘*dissatisfied, dissolute or feeble-witted 
vagabonds,’’ 

Proposals of this kind should not be 
made or acted upon, however, without 
due consideration of the sourve of the vag- 
abondage—if vagabondage it is—and the 
consequences of such drastic legislation. 

We are told a hundred timesa day that 
these mon could get work if they really 
wanted work, but the critics who in- 
dulgein talk of this kind overlook the 
fact that the financial crisis from which 
we are suffering has caused the closing of 
factories and mines and diminished the 
demand for labor toan unprecedented de- 
gree; and it must not be forgotten ithat 
when wages are reduced so far that 
they will not pay for bare subsistence for 
the laborer and his family—as in the 
case of the 150,000 coal miners now on 
strike—there is a temptation to quit work 
and take to tramping.

RAILWAYS. 


Fundamental Diff:rences Between the 
American and the English Systems. 


From the Fortnightly Review. 

Tue American railways differ from those of 
Euglaud in three essential particulars, and 
those differences are so fundamental that 
English railroad managers and engineers 
have always contended that the methods 
and arrangements peculiar to the Uaited 
States cannot be applied to the generally 
greatly different circumstances of a counfry 


like England. The most radical difference is 
that which occurs in the average length of 
haul—a difference which is a function of 
ew 4 geographical conditions of the two coun- 
tries. 

In consequence of the average length of 
haul in the United States being about 110 
miles, and that in the United Kinudom being 
only about thirty-five miles, the cost of 
handling the traffic relatively to the average 
receipts per ton handied is much greater in 
ourowg country. So great is this difference 
that soMe notable raliway authorities have 
argued that the cost of transport ts not only 
not a function of the distance, but that dis- 
tance has very little to do with it; and to 
some such explanation it is due that the av. 
erage freight charge on American railway 
lines is less than one-half the average on 
English railways. 

Another fundamental difference between 
the two systems, which is also largely a 
function of the greater length of the average 
haul in the United States, is the greater 
capacity of the wagons adopted for Ameri- 
can traffic,and the consequent saving of 
dead weight; until 1876 the standard capac- 
ity of the average American goods wagon 
was about nine gross tons. Since then the 
size has increased step by step, until now 
the leading railways mainly make use of 
— with a capacity of twenty to thirty 

Some feeble and half-hearted attempts 
have been made to introduce the American 
type Of wagon in Great Britain, notably on 
the Furness Rallway; but the general ver- 
diet of the railway managers is that the 
character of the English raliway trafic ren- 


Gers the use of the American type of wagon 
on a large scale inconvenient, if not im- 
practicable. Ard unless that system under- 
goes a radical change it is not very probable 
that we shall witness much economy in our 
railway transport from this sougee, how- 
ever devoutly that consummation may be

BUILDING sTONES. 


an Valuation of Production in the United 
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States During 18938. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., May 8.—A report on 
the valuation of building stones produce4 
inthe United States during 1893 has been 
complied ty Dr. Wm. C. Day, special agent 
ofthe United States Geological Survey. it 
shows an aggregate valuation of almost 
$22,000,000, a decrease of over $15,000,000 from 
that of 1892. The valuation during the first 
half of the year was even larger than for the 
similar period of 1892, owingto the pending 
Government and private contracts. The 


large decrease which inthe latter half took 
— is attributed to the fnancial depres- 
sion. 

The valuation of Diue stone is estimated at 
$1,000,000. The marble product was valued at 
$2,411,092. Vermont alone hada product val- 
ued at $1,62!,000, more than six times that of 
any other State. The States having the next 
largest product were Georgia at $261,666 and 
New York at $206,926. The production of gran- 
ite in the country was valued at $8,815,934. Of 
this amount that produced in Massachusetts 
was valued at $1,651,204; Maine, $1,274,954; 
New Hampshire, $442,424; Vermont, $778, 460. 

Siate produced during the year was valued 
et $2,528,178, of,which $1,472, is credited to 
Pennsylvania. The praduct of Vermont was 
Valued at $535,732 and of New York at , 
The valuation of the product of other States 
is given as follows: Georgia, $11,260; Maine,

NORTH ATLANTIC DERELIOTS. 


Publication of Hydrogrepher Sigstbe’s 
Pamphlet Giving Their History. 


WASHINGTON, May 8.—The growing im- 
portance of the subject of derelicts or aban- 
doned vessels in the North Atlantic, the in- 
terest manifested by the press and the prob- 
ability of anextra arrangement with tbe 
British Government for concerted action in 
reporting and destroying these menaces to 
navigation has caused the publication by 
Commander C. D. Siasbe, the naval dydro- 
graphers ofa pamphlet grving es history and 
much valuable information of these derelicts 
in the North Atlantic from 1885 to 1893. 

Some of the figures are startling, showin 
as tbey do the great numberof wrecks tha 
are floating in the course of ocean trafic, 
constituting perils sometimes impossible to 
avoid. In seven years there were seen as 
many as 1,628 of these derelicts. During the 
past five years the number has been con- 
stantly increasing, and whilein 1887 they

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INDIAN APPROPRIATION BILL -

Mr. Holman’s Report Brings Out Several 
I.nnterestine Features.

Mr. Holman 
Commiseioner Browning, giving the reasons 
for making Chicago the center of warehouse- 
ing goods for the Indians. After stating that 
the change from New York to Chicago would 
effect a saving in rentals, etc., of $10,000, Mr. 
Browning adds: As to the comparative 

ces between New York and Chicago on 
certain classes of goods, it is difficult to form 
an opinion. I am led to believe, however, 
upon inquiry and from representations made 
to me that prices would be about as low in 
Chicago, as in New York upon almost every- 
thing. There can be no doubt 
about this in a large number of cases, 
because many articles have been and are 
now delivered in Chicago fully as cheap as in 
New York and oftencheaper. Such articles 
as agricultural implements, wagons and 
wagon fixtures, glass, oils, tin ware. stoves, 
hardware of all kinds are almost invariably 
offered by bidders delivered in Chicago in 
preference to other cities and at cheaper 
rices, although they have the option of de- 
Riverine in New York, Philadelphia, Balti- 
more, St. Louis, Chicago, St. Faul, Sioux 
City, Omaha or Kansas City. The goods 
about which there might be a question are 
such things as sugar, coffee, rice, clothing, 
dry goods, boots and shoes, hats and caps, 
et e., which, with some few exceptions, have 
heretofore been delivered in New York. But 
in regard to these, recent experiments have 
jod me to the belief there will little if any 
difference between New York and Chicago. 
VW hatever difference there might be will be 
more than offset by the difference in the cost 
of transportation, which on anaverage is 
about 80 cents per 100 pounds cheaper from 
Chicago tothe various agencies than from 
New York. As about 6,000,000 pounds of 
freight are annually shipped from New York 
the saving in the cost of transportation would 
approximate 618. 000. 

There area few legislative provisions in 
the bill, most of which have been recom. 
mended by the Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs, also in some instances modified by 
the committee. The most important of these 
legislative provisions are the ratification of 
a ments made by the Yankton, Sioux, the 
Yakima, Silotz and Coeur d' Alene Indians 
for the cessions of lands. 

The report shows that twenty-three army 
officers are now serving as Indian agents 
under the authority given the President of 
assignin omicers to this service. In 
closing the report Mr. Holman foreshadows 
**valuable improvements and positive re- 
forms in the Indian service,’’ asa result of 
the recent Indian census and the recom- 
mendation of the census agent that a 
Humber of Indian agencies be abolished.

Lindell, 
St. James, Laciede, Barnum’s, Moser, Belve- 
dere and a few cheaper houses; of the family 
hotels the Beers, West End and a few more. 
When 1 ask a hotel man why this is so he 
will tell you that st. Louis is like no other 
city on earth in regard to its hotel business. 
O ompare n this respect with 
Detroit, Cincinnati or Cleveland and other 
cities of that rank. Any of these cities, mach 
smaller in population, have double the num- 
ber of hotels. Not only has st. Louis, ac- 
cording to some of her oldest hotel keepers, 
less hotel business than she had from twenty 
to thirty years ago but actually less hotel ac 
commodation, figuring out room for room. 
Most ofthe hotel men agree that the Union 
Dep't and tunnel arrangement is greatly to 
blame, and that many years ago, when river 
travel was of more consequence and the 
combination of railways was less perfect, 
there were more transient arrivals than to-

AN EXP£RIENCE ALOFT,
